HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

Cameos from English History, from Rollo to Edward 
If. By the author of “The Heir of Redclyffe.” 
pp- xi., 379. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott & 
Co. 

This is a very neat and comely volume, intended 
as a book for young people just beyond the ele- 
mentary histories of England, and able to enter in 
some degree into the real spirit of events, and to be

some relief. It aims to present, not merely facts, 

but a series of pictures of persons and events so as 

to arrest the attention and give some individuality 
and distinctness to the recollection by gathering 
together details at the most memorable moments.

TRAVEL. 

A Run through Europe. By Erastus C. Benedict. 
pp. xii., 552. New York: A. 8. Barnes & Co. 
Mr. Benedict covered a good deal of space in his 

trip, and of course many of his observations, like 

those of all hurried tourists, are necessarily of a 

superficial character. The traveller who has no 

access to the interior of families in the country 
through which he is passing, and has no opportu- 
nity of participating in the home-life of the people, 
sees but one side of their development. What our 
author did see he describes in a faithful matter- 
of-fact style. His volume abounds in information, 
and is really quite pleasant reading. It might be 
profitably perused by a person before going abroad, 
for the experience of most who visit Europe is that 
they do very little reading while there, which led 
somebody, Dr. Jolnson, we believe, to remark that 


the knowledge which a traveller brought home with | 


him was in proportion to what he took away with 
him.

Use. By John Bartlett. Boston: 

Little, Brown & Co. 

This is the fifth edition of Mr. Bartlett’s work, the 
fourth having appeared in 1863. It embodies the 
results of the later researches of its editors, besides 
the contributions of others, and includes, we are 
told, many quotations which have long been wait- 
ing a favorable verdict on the all-important ques- 
tion of familiarity. A few changes have been made 
in the arrangement, and the citations from Shak- 
speare have been adapted to the principal modern 
editions. A new comparison has also been made 
with the originals, and such errors have been re- 
moved as the revision has disclosed. Mr. Bartlett's 
volume is one of the most accurate and carefully 
prepared compilations in this department of our 
literature.
